May marks the graduation of 
thousands of high school seniors in 
Alabama and the State Department 
of Veterans Affairs reminds these 
graduates that the State offers 
educational scholarships under the 
Alabama G.I. and Dependents 
Educational Benefit Act 

If you are the dependent or 
survivor of a veteran who was killed 
,or died in service or died as a result 
‘of a disability incurred in service or 
was a prisoner of war of the Vietnam 
Conflict, or is listed as missing in 
action, or is/was rated 40 percent to 
100 percent service-connected 
disabled (20 percent to 100 percent if 
disability was incurred during World 
War II), you could possibly qualify 
for up to 36 months of free tuition, 
books and instructional fees while 
attending any Alabama state- 
supported technical college, junior 
college, college or university. 

In addition to the disability 
requirements mentioned above, the 
veteran must have been a permanent 
civilian resident of Alabama for at 
least one year immediately prior to 
any entry into military service or be 
100 percent permanently service- 
connected disabled and a permanent 
resident of Alabama for at least 5 
years immediately prior to 
application or death, if deceased,

The Alabama legislature is finally taking steps to insure continued flow of 
federal highway funds. The feds decreed we couldn't continue getting the 
funds unless the drinking age was raised to 21, and finally the Alabama 
lawmakers are getting around to doing just that. We don’t think it will stop 
one single person from drinking, but there is a chance. We also agree the 
current 19- and 20-year-old young folks should be ‘‘grandfathered in’’, and if 
it is legal for them to drink the day before the law changes, they should not be 
suddenly removed, since they will again grow into legal age in a yeas, or not 
more than two. 


The fish haven't been cooperating with me lately. All the signs say the 
bream should be really biting, but some way or another those fish head to 
parts unknown when my boat comes paddling up. Last week a friend, 
Pete Dorsey, was telling me about a sure-fire way to catch bream on a fly rod 


It turned out that I tried it years ago when it was explained in a fishing 
magazine I picked up somewhere or other . . . it didn’t work ‘cause this was 
another way for me to get my fly line hung. With a little patience he 
explained how to prevent this problem (it is so simple), and about dark this 
weekend I| decided to give it a try... . that late no one could see my mess. 
Well, it worked! I had three big bream before you could say ‘‘jack rabbit’’ 
Then | forgot his lesson and got hung up. Since it was already dark, being 
hung up fly-fishing means quitting time, ‘cause it takes more than a 
cloud-covered moon to re-rig a fly rod. I will be back in a few days. 


The weather is warming up and the snakes are crawling. All you need to do is 
take a drive down the highway or a walk in the woods, and odds are you will 
see a snake or two. This means we need to be more careful every time we are 
out, unless we want to challenge those old snakes to a biting duel. 


CBS Inc. leaders have rejected the offer by Ted Turner of Turner 
Broadcasting, Atlanta, to buy the network, radio and TV stations. The 
official reason was that the offer is ‘‘grossly inadequate’’. However, thes 
head of CBS was howling even before Turner made his offer, so it was no 
surprise when an official statement was released. We don’t know if the offer 
is good or bad, but TV entertainment can't get much worse in our thinking; 
but then we aren’t overly worried about the content of the CBS news 
broadcasts either 


The flap over just where President Reagan will visit when he goes to 
Germany continues to fester. We agree with some analyses that the 
President has had some bad advice in planning the trip, but it ain't all bad. 
While we are not president or even important, we have visited some of those 
military cemeteries and undoubtedly there were former SS troops buried 
there. We have also walked through the death camp at Dachau, and if you try 
to think about all the suffering that took place there, it can be a very 
unnerving visit. However, I personally see nothing wrong with the leader of 
the concerned country visiting these places, assuming he doesn't act 
disrespectfully against those who died at either place, nor to any others. 


The U.S. Congress is avoiding any action on military retirement changes. It 
must be a politically hot potato because most legislators acknowledge the cost 
is high and rising. We have read some of the proposals being batted around 
to cut the cost, and have mixed emotions about taking any action, even 
though we ain't elected officials and we ain't eligible for military retirement. 
Whatever action is taken, those already retired and those ‘‘over the hump”’ 
towards retirement should be afforded the courtesy of the country’s living up 
to a promise made back when a young man or woman was making a decision 
for a military career. 


Coca Cola announced this week that ‘the formula for mixing the 
world-renowned drink would change. We were hearing complaints even 
before the announcement was made official. Some folks were grumbling that 
it was going to be entirely too sweet, etc. Well, we don't know and probably 
will not lose a lot of sleep over the change, but would like to help them 
advertise the new taste. Other than that, our life will go on as usual. 


Florida is considering easing the requirements for high school graduation, 
and Alabama is about to lower standards for teacher certification. We don’t 
like either proposal. We think Florida should hold the standards, and if 
something else is needed to get the students out of school, add another level 
for those who can’t make it under the present setup. Don’t penalize those who 
do achieve by lowering their achievable standards. The Alabama teachers 
who can’t pass a simple test don't need to be teaching, regardless of their 
race. The fact the majority comes from a historically black school indicates 
the standards in that school need to be raised. We don’t know about the 
comparisons, but feel any comparing (if needed) shouldn't yell race against 
race until black students in Alabama or Auburn have been compared against 
whites from the same school THEN compared against blacks from the 
so-called black colleges. :

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Remembering....Banana Day In New Brockton

There are many things in the 
history of a town or community that 
deserve to be enshrined for 
posterity. One such thing is 
definitely pertinent to the South 
Alabama town of New Brockton 
in Coffee County 

Although New Brockton is not the 
largest town in the county, it is 
located in the center of the County 
and several of the County offices are 
located there in a rather new office 
complex building. Adjacent to this 
building is a very nice farm center 
which is seldom used these days 

Although this town is in the heart 
of an excellent agricultural section 
many . of the citizens are 
employed at nearby Fort Rucker 
The establishment of a good, strong 
poultry industry has done much to 
improve the economy of the locale. 

Important as these things may 
be...these are NOT the things which 
tends to make New Brockton, 
Alabama so memorable...to those 
who recall the beginning of their, 
strange, unusual, historical ‘‘Banana 
Day!’’ For those who might not 
know, the town was named for the 
Brock family who played an 
important part in the life of this small 
town and community 

The exact year is not known, nor 
is the number of years that this 
celebration took place in New 
Brockton....but the origin of the idea 
is well known by many. It was a day 
that was celebrated by the town, and 
participated by a great many people. 
They had races and games of all 
sorts: foot races, greased pig 
contests, greasy pole climbing, 
boxing, song fests, sack races...you 
name it. It was strictly a time of fun, 
fellowship, and competition. 

In those days there was a country 
doctor who lived in New Brockton. 
His name was Dr. B.J. Massey. 
Later on, he moved to Enterprise and 
lived about where the Chapel of the 
First Baptist Church of Enterprise is 
now located. For some reason Dr. 
Massey had a ‘‘running feud”’ with a 
merchant of New Brockton, by the 
name of Clarence Peacock. His store 
was on the main street about where 
the drug store is now located. 

Remember when bananas came 
on a stalk and hung up, or out in 
front of the stores? Remember the 
old song, ‘‘Yes, We Have No 
Bananas Today?" 

To spite Mr. Peacock, every time 
Dr. Massey walked by the store he

PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 
WHEREAS, the Alabama 

Legislature af its First Special Ses 
Sion of 1985 ordered an election to be 
held by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama on a certain pro 
posed amendment to the Constitu 
tion of Alabama, set out here as Act 
No. 85-79, and further ordered in Act 
No 85-79 that such election be held 
on the second Tuesday after the ex 
Ppiration of three months from tinal 
adjournment of the First Special 
Session of 1985, and 

WHEREAS, the second Tuesday 
after expiration of three months 
trom the final adjournment of the 
First Special Session of 1985 will be 
and occur on May 14, 1985, and 

WHEREAS, notice of such con 
Stitutional amendment election 
together with this proposed amend 
ment, is required by law and by the 
provisions of Act No. 8579 to be 
given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor, to be published once a 
week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the 
election, in a newspaper published in 
@ach county of the state 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, George C 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice 
direct and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 14th day of May, 1985, an election 
will be hela af the several polling 
places within the State of Alabama 
in the manner and torm provided by 
law upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
1901 of the State of Alabama 


PROPOSED 
AMENDMENT 
“Section 1. For the continu 
ing benefit of the State otf 
Alabama and the citizens 
thereot, there is hereby 
created an irrevocable, per 
manent trust tund named ‘The 
Alabama Trust Fund which 
Shall be funded and ada 
ministered in accordance with 
the provisions of this amend 
meni 
“Section 2. As used in this 
amendment, the tollowing 
words and phrases shall have 
the following respective 
meanings 
Board’ means the boara 
of trustees of the trust fund 
Eligible Investments 
means any of the followina 
(1) Demand deposits (in 
terest bearing) in tederally in 
sured banks ana interest bear 
ing deposits (whether or not 
evidenced by certificates of 
deposit) in tederally insured 
banks provided, however 
that Said deposits plus interes? 
shall be fully secured by

insurance to the maximum ex 
tent possible from any agency 
of the United States of 
America that may Succeed to 
the tunctions of the Federal

Fiscal Year’ means the 
fiscal year of the state as may 
trom time to time be provided 
by law 

‘Oil and Gas Capital Pay 

ment means any payment 
(including any royalty pay 
ment) received atter August | 
1984, by the state or any agen 
cy or instrumentality thereot 
as all or part of the considera 
tion for the sale, leasing or 
other disposition by the state 
or any agency or instrumen 
tality tnereof of any right to 
explore and drill for or to pro 
duce Gil gas or other 
hydrocarbon minerals in any 
area on the water side of the 
high water mark of Mobile 
Bay or in any other offshore 
area ana shall include any 
revenue by the state from 
federal oi! ano gas leases of!

‘'(d) Each appointed trustee 
Shall, at the time of his or her 
appointment and at all times 
during his or her term of of 
fice. be a qualified elector of 
the state anda tailure by any 
trustee to remain so qualified 
during such term Shail cause a 
vacancy of the office of such 
trustee. Each appointed 
trustee shall have recognized 
competence and experience in 
the evaluation and manage 
ment of investments. Any ap 
pointed trustee may be im 
peached and removed from of 
fice as a trustee in the same 
manner and on the same 
grounds provided in Section 
174 -of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, or successor 
provision thereof and the 
general laws of the state for 
impeachment ano removal of 
the officers of the State Subject 
to said Section 174 or suc 
cessor provision thereof The 
governor, the state treasurer 
and the director of finance 
may not be impeached and 
removed trom office as 
trustees apart from their im 
peachment and removal from 
the respective offices by vir 
tue of which, ex officio, they 
serve as trustees 

‘'(e) Tne governor, the state 
treasurer and the director of 
finance shall be entitled to 
vote, and shall perform the 
duties of trustees, ex officio, 
without any compensation 
other than that to which they 
are respectively entitled as 
governor, State treasurer and 
director of finance. Appointed 
trustees shall be entitled fo 
such compensation for their 
services as may from time to 
time be provided by law duly 
enacted by the legislature, but 
the power to provide compen 
sation of appointed trustees 
Shall be discretionary with the 
tegisiature and nothing in this 
amendment shall be con 
strued to confer upon such 
trustees an absolute right to 
any compensation for their 
services. Each trustee shall be 
reimbursed for expenses ac 
tually incurred in the pertor 
mance of his or her duties asa 
trustee 

‘(f) A majority of the 
trustees shall constifute a 
quorum for the transaction of 
business by the board, and 
decisions shall be made on the 
basis of a majority of the 
quorum then present and 
voting, with each trustee to 
have a single vote. No vacan 
cy in the membership of the 
board or the voluntary dis 
qualification or abstention of 
any trustee shall impair the 
right of a quorum to exercise 
all of the powers and duties of 
the board, The governor shall 
be the chairman and presiding 
officer of the board. The direc 
tor of finance shall be vice 
chairman, and the state 
treasurer shall serve as 
secretary, The board may ap 
point such other officers to 
pertorm such duties, not in 
consistent with the provisions 
of this amendment or ap 
plicable law, as the board 
Shall deem necessary or ap 
propriate. In addition to such 
regular meetings of the board 
as may be provided by law or 
by bylaws or rules duly 
adopted by the board, special 
meetings of the board may be 
called by the governor acting 
alone or by any three other 
trustees actina in concert, in 


each case upon two days’ 
notice to each trustee given in 
person or by registered ‘etter 
or telegram; provided 
however, that such notice to 
each trustee may be waived 
by such trustee, either betore 
or after the meeting with 
respect to which such notice 
would otherwise be required 
Any meeting held by the board 
for any purpose shall be open 
to the public, except that ex 
ecutive sessions may be held 
by the board when the 
character or good name of a 
person is involved. All pro 
ceedings of the board, except 
executive sessions, shall be 
reduced to writing on behalf of 
the board and maintained in 
the permanent records of the 
board, a copy of which shall be 
filed in the principal office of 
the board and shall be open for 
Public inspection there during 
regular business hours. The 
principal office of the board 
Shall! be the principal office of 
the director of finance 
(g) No trustee shall vote on 

or participate in the discus 
sion or consideration of any 
matter coming before the 
board in which such trustee, 
personally or through family 
connections or business 
associations, has any director 
indirect pecuniary interest, in 
cluding, but without limitation 
thereto, decisions of the board 
concerning the investment of 
moneys constituting part of 
the trust fund in any deposit or 
obligation of any bank or cor 
poration in which such trustee 
may Nave such an interest. If 
there shal) be brought before 
the board any matter in which 
a trustee shall have any in 
terest which may conflict with 
his or her duties as a trustee 
he or sne shall immediately 
make a complete disclosure to 
the board of such interest and 
shall thereatter withdraw 
from participation in any 
deliberation and decision of 
the board with respect to such 
matter 

“(nh) The Board shall have 
all of the powers necessary to 
carry out and etfectuate the 
purposes and provisions of 
this amendment, including, 
without limiting the generality 
ot the foregoing. the following 
powers 

“()) To adopt, alter and 
repeal bylaws, regulations 
and rules tor the regulation 
and conduct ot its affairs and 
business 

(2) To make, enter into and 
execute contracts, 
agreements and other in 
struments and to fake such 
other actions as may be 
necessary or convenient to ac 
complish any purpose for 


which the trust fund was 
created or fo exercise any 
power expressly or by 
reasonable implication, 
granted by this amendment 
(3) To enter into contracts 
with, to accept aid and grants 
from, to cooperate with and to 
do any and all things that may 
be necessary in order to avail 
itself of the aid and coopera 
tion of the United States otf 
America, the state or any 
agency instrumentality or 
political subdivision of either 
thereof in furtherance of the 
purposes of this amendment; 
and 
(4) To appoint, employ and 

contract with such employees 
agents, advisors and con 
sultants, including, but not 
limited to, attorneys, accoun 
tants, financial experts and 
such other advisors, con 
sultants and agents as may in 
its judgment be necessary or 
desirable, and fo fix their com 
pensation; provided, however, 
that any obligation created or 
assumed by the board shall 
not create any pecuniary 
obligation or liability of the 
state or the trust fund other 
than such as Shall be payable 
out of moneys appropriated by 
the legislature to defrap the 
expenses of the board in car 
rying out the purposes of this 
amendment. No lien or charge 
against any assets of the trust 
fund for any purpose what 
soever shall be created by or 
result from any law enacted 
by the legislature or any ac 
tion taken by the board or any 
other department, agency or 
instrumentality of the state 

‘(i) The expenses of making 
and disposing of investments, 
such as brokerage commis 
SiOns, legal expenses 
referable to a particular tran 
saction, transfer taxes and 
other customary transactional 
expenses Shall be payable out 
of any trust income of the trust 
fund. The legislature shall 
provide for the administrative 
and other necessary expenses 
of the board in the same man 
ner as it provides for the ex 
penses of operating other 
departments and agencies of 
the state 

“Section 4. (a) There shall 
be transferred from the 
general fund of the state into 
the trust fund, as the initial 
trust capital, moneys in an 
amount equal to the sum of all 
proceeds of any oil and gas 
capital payments received by 
the state pursuant to the seal 
ed bids awarded on August 14, 
1984, including any revenues 
and earnings deposited in any 
fund pursuant to Section 
9 17-68, Code of Alabama 1975; 
provided, however, that the 
division of lands of the Depart 
ment of Conservation and 
Natural Resources shall be en 
titled to four percent (4%) of 
the three hundred forty seven 
million tour hundred and 
eighty three thousand dollars 
($347,483,000) which has been 
received by the state pursuant 
to the sealed bids awarded on 
August 14, 1984, which sum 
Shall be carried in the state 
treasury to the credit of the 
State lands tund 

‘Promptly following the ef 
fective date of this amend 
ment, the state treasurer shall 
take all actions necessary to 
transter to the board the 
possession, control and 
management of the initial 
trust capital. If at the time of 
such transfer into the trust 
fund all or part of the initial 
trust capital is invested in cer 
tificates of deposit or other in 
vestments which cannot be 
converted into cash prior to 
the maturity thereof without 
loss of interest or other penal 
ty, the state treasurer shall 
directly transfer such cer 
tificates of deposit or other in 
vestments to the board as part 
of the initial trust capital 
without first converting the 
same into cash. In the event 
that any certificates of deposit 
or other investments shall be 
transferred into the trust fund, 
the initial trust capital shall 
not include the income or pro 


fit from such certificates of 
deposit or other investments 
that has been received by the 
State on or betore such 
transfer or that constitutes ac 
crued interest, amortized dis 
count or other amounts which 
in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting prin 
ciples, should be considered as 
having been earned by the 
State as of the date of such 
transter. Any such income or 
profits from such certificates 
of deposit or other in 
vestments that has been 
received by the state on or 
before such transfer shall re 
main in the general fund sub 
ject to appropriation by the 
legislature. To the extent that 
any income or profit derived 
from such certificates of 
deposits or other investments 
is referable to any period after 
the transfer thereof into the 
trust fund, such income or pro 
fit shall not constitute trust 
capital nor trust income but 
Shall remain in the general 
fund subject to appropriation 
by the legislature 

‘‘(b) The trust capital shal! 
be augmented by (i) such 
other moneys or assets as the 
legislature may by law ap 
propriate and transfer to the 
trust fund aS a permanent part 
thereof (ii) such other 
moneys or assets aS may be 
contributed to the trust fund 
from any source. and (iii) all 
proceeds of any oil and gas 
capital payments as defined in 
this amendment subsequent to 
August 14, 1984, provided, 
however, that the division of 
lands of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural

Elba City Council Reaches Agreement For 


New Lease Of Elba Hydro Plant 


In a special called meeting of the 
Elba City Council, a new revised 
contract was signed to lease the Elba 
hydro plant for the production of 
electricity. The new agreement is 
with a firm headed by Hal Barrett of 
Atlanta and calls for a smaller 
percentage of gross sales for the City 
of Elba during the first ten years, but 
also includes a clause substantially 
increasing the lease payment if the 
sales exceed the base estimates. If 
revenues exceed $350,000 after ten 
years the city will receive 34 percent 
of the gross sales. 


[he rate for the first ten years of 
operation will be 10 percent of gross, 
down from the original 25 percent 


was lowered by the city after the 
developer found he couldn't justify 
the lease to potential investors. The 
minimum of $10,000 a year is still in 
the contract and another payment 
will be due in January of 1986. 

An option was added to the 
contract allowing the city to purchase 
the improvements at the end of ten 
years. The cost would be ten times 
the average production for the past 
five years. That figure would have a 
minimum of $1,750,000 and a 
maximum of $4,000,000. 

The only other major change was 
the requirement that the facility be 
generating by December of this year 
or the lease would be canceled.
